W ashington, June 26.—Free coinage 
is beaten, and a committee of conference 
composed of three Senators and three 
Representatives will proceed at its leis­ 
ure to fix up a compromise measure 
providing for tho monthly coinage of 
the whole product of American silver 
mines. 
The decisive vote In tho House 
was taken upon the first section of the 
Senate substitute for tho House bill, 
which provided for free coinage. 
The 
leaders on each side of this question 
wero so uncertain which would win 
that tho roll-call was followed with 
great Interest, and some members kept 
private tally for their own guidance and 
Information. 
The free coinage men 
wero beaten by 17 majority In an aggre­ 
gate vote of 287. 
The Republicans lost 
23 votes and got 22 votes from the Dem­ 
ocratic side. 
The result gives great satisfaction to 
the administration and to the Republi­ 
can leaders in the House. 
A large num­ 
ber 
of 
Western 
Republicans would 
have voted for free coinage if no middle 
course had been open to them. 
After tho conference report on the 
Naval 
appropriation bill had 
been 
adopted, Mr. Conger moved that the 
debate on the silver bill be extended 
from 2 until 3 o’clock, at which time 
voting would begin. 
Ills motion was 
agreed to, and Mr. 
Morse of Massachu­ 
setts took the floor in support of the 
House bill, and in opposition to the 
Senate bill. 
Mr. Taylor (Illinois) opposed the Sen­ 
ate bill and charged that It was being 
pushed by the most disgraceful lobby 
ever in this capitol. 
Hardly a corner 
outside the hall of the House could bo 
turned without running against some of 
them. 
Tho Senate passed their bill, 
and then Senators came right over here 
and tried to get members to vote against

The debate was continued by Messrs. 
Peters (Kansas), Cutcheon (Michigan), 
Dunnell (Minnesota), and Williams of 
Illinois. The last named charged that the 
President had sent men here threaten­ 
ing a veto if a free coinage bill was 
passed. 
Members on the Republican 
side stated time and again that the 
House could not afford to run the risk of 
a veto. 
He did not propose to go to the 
President and get down on his knees and 
ask what kind 
of silver legislation 
should be passed. 
Mr. McKinley, In closing the debate, 
said he wanted the use of both metals to 
continue, and because he did want It he 
opposed the Senate amendment

failed on a standing vote—yeas, 85;

Moore, late surgeon-general at Bombay, 
whose residence In India gave him op­ 
portunity 
to study the disease,

clares that fish cannot be the cause of 
leprosy, alleging the prevalence of the 
malady in districts where fish are never 
seen. 
Dietary matters, he says, do not 
seem to influence the disease more than 
other sanitary conditions. 
He believes 
that leprosy is hereditary and that it 
may be communicated. 
Another writer 
says that both the Norwegian observers 
and investigators reject tho fish theory. 
Dr. Poupinel de Valence, physician to 
the leper hospital on 
the island of 
Mauritius, gives facts from his experi­ 
ence which indicate that leprosy is 
hereditary, that is, may be communi­ 
cated by cohabitation, and that it may 
bo c o n ta g io u s.
